Twenty nine years and five presidents ago, a 
man who had driven down streets in small 
villages and large cities, waving and smiling to 
crowds from an open car, with his pince-nez 
and Navy cape, made his final journey as 
crowds stood by. 

Instead of laughter and happiness there was 
sadness and tears on April 12, 1945 when the 
news of President Roosevelt’s death spread 
across the world. He had been elected to an 
unprecedented fourth term as President and 
many people thought he would never have an 
equal. 

My most vivid memory of Roosevelt 
was not of seeing him ride through town 
in an open car, laughing and waving to 
the crowd. It was the moment that I heard 
he had died. I was living iin Charlotte, 
N.C. at the time. The local newspapers had 
announced that the funeral train would 
leave Warm Springs, Ga. and would .pass 
through our community about midnight on 
the way to Hyde Park, N.Y. A group of 
students from the school decided to go down 
to the Southern Railway station and wait 
for the train to pass. We arrived at the 
station just after dinner some four or five 
hours before the train was scheduled. Sev¬ 
eral hundred people had arrived before us 
and by midnight the crowd numbered in 
the thousands. Businessmen, doctors, at¬ 
torneys, mothers with small children asleep 
in their arms, farmers, many young peo¬ 
ple and students; people from-all walks of

Andy Gallano must now realize that his 
game plan of April 18 — “Nardi Grinds His 
Axe” — was full of holes. 

If he has his head together yet and has 
evaluated the replay, consisting of our 
editorial, ‘‘Games Gallano Plays,” (April 22) 
and the remarks of many of his neighbors; he 
is aware that he is not exactly Super Bowl 
material. 

Perhaps he thought he was playing only to 
the grandstand when he tried to run inter¬ 
ference for the School Committee and Super¬ 
intendent of Schools, Dr. Gardner. He knows 
now there is a referee — the Agawam Citizen 
— to blow the whistle for infraction of the 
rules and that is what is worrying Gallano. 

Until the Agawam Citizen came along he 
provided one slanted and single variety of 
“vigilance” by having everything his own way 
in his monthly publication. He has printed 
what he wanted to print, when he wanted to 
print it, and has become a parasite by 
depending on his supporters without making 
an adquate return through his publication. As 
a result, this community’s news has not been 
accurately reported and widely understood. A 
metropolitan daily cannot and does not 
provide this service. That is not their function. 
That is a job that a community newspaper 
must do. 

No one, particularly a newspaper serving as 
spokesman for the total community, could 
keep his ears open without hearing rumors. 
However, we have found that the best thing to 
do once a question has lodged in our minds, is 
to go looking for an answer — and to go, not 
to those most likely to confirm us in our own 
judgement but to those most able to provide 
objective facts; and also, wherever possible, to 
go to the record. 

The record shows that Gallano has failed 
miserably to provide a newspaper for this 
town. 

He cannot cope with having a real 
community newspaper in such close prox¬ 
imity. He cannot fool us even part of the time 
with his stratagems. 

He must now admit to his fellow citizens 
that he fooled them . . . that he used words to 
confuse rather than clarify . . . that he 
attacked a new citizen in his business 
community when he questioned the ownership 
of this newspaper without going to the record. 
He did not extend the hand of friendship and 
welcome to a new neighbor. He now has the 
seemingly Sisiphean task of trying to regain 
the respect and esteem of some of the people 
some of the time. 

The Agawam Citizen is the official 
spokesman for news in this town. Our news 
columns and “Letters to the Editor” columns 
are open to any citizen who has something to 
say. It is the citizen’s “Speak Time” preserved 
in print. 

One final riposte: If Gallano was on the qui 
vive he should know that when Councilor 
Nardi speaks it is ex officio if not ex cathedra. 
If Gallano does not have the intellect to 
understand that thrust we’ll explain: Nardi is 
the official mouthpiece for the people who 
elected him. ___

Now that Women’s Libera¬ 
tion is an integral part of our 
society the playing of tradi¬ 
tional, stereotyped roles by the 
sexes is becoming increasingly 
obscure. Recently, a Supreme 
Court decision made it possible 
for girls to play on Little 
League teams and, in some 
towns, Cub Scouts have opened 
their dens to little girls who 
would otherwise have been 
Brownies. 

The trend is reflected in most 
of the recent children’s picture 
books at the library. Those of 
the past emphasize the differ¬ 
ence in the roles of girls and 
boys respectively. Girls are 
portrayed as being “feminine” 
and passive. Boys are dominant 
doers. Take for example the 
book by Whitney Darrow, Jr., 
“I’m Glad I’m a Boy! I’m Glad 
I’m a Girl!” Each page depicts 
the boy and girl in his and her 
traditional activities or occupa¬ 
tions. It reads: 

Boys have trucks. Girls 
have dolls . . . 

Boys are doctors. Girls are 
, nurses . . . 

Boys are policemen. Girls 
are metermaids ... 

Boys are presidents. Girls 
are first ladies . . . 

Boys fix things. Girls need 
things fixed . . . 

Boys invent things. Girls 
use what boys invent. .. 

Boys build houses. Girls 
keep houses . . . 

Such unequivocal statements 
are not necessarily true in 
today’s world and were prob¬ 
ably not in 1970 when the book 
was published. Ardent femin¬ 
ists, by taking offense at books 
like this one and calling 
attention to them, have in¬ 
directly influenced some chil¬ 
dren’s aqthors to defy the old 
standards and reverse the 
stereotyped roles. In 
“William’s DoU” by Charlotte 
Zolotow, William is continually 
ridiculed by his brother and 
friends because more than 
anything he wants a doll. His 
father is worried and buys him 



a basketball and electric train, 
but to no avail. William’s 
grandmother alone is sensitive 
to his problem and buys 
William his doll. She explains 
to his father than some day 
William, too, will be a father 
and needs the doll so he can 
practice. 

Books like “Girls Can Be 
Anything” by Norma Klein are 
at present much more realistic 
than the “I Want to Be . . 
series by Eugene Baker and by 
Carla Greene. The latter is a 
group of interesting and infor¬ 
mative books 'about various 
occupations, but they have one 
flaw—they are sexist in their 
presentation. Among those for 
girls are “I Want to be a Beauty 
Operator” and “Ballet 
Dancer.” Those for boys in¬ 
clude “I Want to be a Forester” 
and “Dentist” in which there 
are no pictures or mention of 
girls (except as assistants) 
implying those jobs are for boys 
only. 

For the sake of fairness it 
should be noted that the Beauty 
Operator and Ballet Dancer, 
books make no mention of 
boys, but men’s liberation is 
another story!

Anything” by Joe Lasker and 
one of the newest, “Nice Little 
Girls” by Elizabeth Levy. Space 
does not permit discussion of 
these but if you are interested 
in the tenor of children’s 
literature today, come and read 
for yourself and perhaps dis¬ 
cover more to add to the list.
